TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  BURGESSES  OF 
THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  HANLEY . 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  County  Borough  of  Hanley,  for  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1904. 

Area. — The  County  Borough  of  Hanley  has  an  area  of  1768 
acres. 

In  April,  1903,  the  two  sub-registration  districts  of  Hanley 
and  Shelton  were  united  for  registration  purposes. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  for  the  middle  of 
1904  was  63,889. 

Density  of  Population. — In  1903,  the  density  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Hanley  was  35*7  per  acre. 

In  1904,  the  density  of  the  population  was  36*1  per  acre. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  was  in  the 
middle  of  1904,  12,714,  and  the  number  of  empty  houses  548. 

The  number  of  people  to  inhabited  houses  was  5. 
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During  the  month  of  September  we  had  a visit  of  inspection 
from  Dr.  S.  M.  Copeman,  one  of  the  Medical  Inspectors  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  to  enquire  into  the  causes  of  the 
continued  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  in  Hanley,  and  into 
the  sanitary  state  and  administration  of  the  Borough.  He 
was  here  several  days,  and  I accompanied  him  in  visits  to 
various  places  in  the  Borough  and  neighbourhood,  and  in  due 
course  he  will  make  a report  to  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

Births. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  Borough  were  2*162  in  1904,  a 
decrease  of  38  on  the  number  registered  in  1903. 

The  birth  rate  was  33*8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

The  birth  rate  of  the  76  great  towns  was  29’ 1. 

The  birth  rate  in  1903  wTas  34 *8. 

Of  the  2,162  births,  1072  were  males,  1090  females. 

The  births  out  of  wedlock  were  93,  being  equal  to  4*3  per 
cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  children  in  the  preceding  year 
was  4-5. 

The  sex  proportion  of  children  born  was  98°3  males  to  1 017 
females. 

In  the  preceding  year  were  born  103  males  to  96  females. 

Deaths. 

I have  appended  to  this  Report  a Table  of  Deaths  occurring 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1904,  classified  according  to 
diseases  and  ages. 

The  records  show  that  1,183  deaths  were  registered  in  the 
Borough.  Of  these  614  were  males,  569  females.  In  1903,  557 
deaths  were  males,  489  females  ; in  1902,  the  deaths  of  both  sexes 
were  1,130;  in  1901,  1,189;  in  1900,  1,361;  in  1899,  1,217; 
in  1898,  1,197  ; in  1897,  1,206  ; in  1896,  1,282;  in  1895,  1,073; 
in  1894,  986. 
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The  death  rate  was  18'5  per  1,000.  This  does  not  include 
the  deaths  in  the  Workhouse,  the  N.S.  Infirmary,  or  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Two  hundred  deaths  of  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  occurred  in 
institutions  outside  the  town — the  Workhouse,  the  N.S.  Infirmary, 
and  the  Isolation  Hospitals.  The  inclusion  of  these  deaths  brings  up 
the  death  rate  to  21*6.  The  death  rate  for  the  first  seven  months 
of  1904  was  low,  but  in  the  months  of  August,  September  and 
December,  it  was  very  high. 

In  1903  the  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  16-4  ; in  1902, 
18;  in  1901,  19-2;  in  1900,  22;  in  1899,  19-9;  m 1898,  19*8; 
in  1897,  23-3  ; in  1896,  21*8  ; in  1895,  18  5 ; in  1894,  17*2. 

(The  death  rate  for  the  76  greater  towns  was  17'2). 

Death  rate  for  the  last  10  years,  1894  to  1903,  was  19-6. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  3’3  per  1,000  without  the  deaths 
in  the  Isolation  Hospitals;  In  1903,  it  was  2*3  ; in  1902,  3-2;  in 
1901,  3-2  ; in  1900,  3*7  ; in  1899,  2*6;  in  1898,  2-7  ; in  1897,  3 ; 
in  1896,  3-9  ; in  1895,  2;  in  1894,  2T.  Including  the  deaths  in 
the  Isolation  Hospitals,  the  Zymotic  death  rate  would  be  4T  per 
1000. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Small-pox  in  the  Bagnall 
Hospital  of  inhabitants  of  the  Borough. 

Measles,  Diphtheria  and  Diarrhoea  were  the  three  principal 
causes  of  death  from  Zymotic  Disease. 

Diarrhoea  amongst  infants  was  very  fatal. 

The  death  rate  for  the  76  greater  towns,  for  seven  chief 
Epidemic  Diseases,  was  2-49. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  to  1,000  births, 
were  206. 

In  the  76  greater  towns  there  were  160  under  one  year  to 
1,000  births. 
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In  1903  the  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  to  1,000  births 
were  170  ; in  1902,  170  ; in  1901,  190  ; in  1900,  209  ; in  1899, 
216;  in  1898,  223;  in  1897,  202;  in  1896,  213  ; in  1895,  187  ; 
in  1894,  188.

Small-pox. 

Seven  cases  of  Small-pox  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
first  case  occurred  in  Hope  Street  on  1st  July.  The  person 
infected  was  a young  man  (unvaccinated)  who  worked  at  a manu- 
factory in  Burslem,  in  the  same  workshop  where  other  cases  had 
been,  and  had  evidently  contracted  the  disease  there.  The  other 
inmates  of  his  house  were  re-vaccinated,  and  their  clothes  and 
also  the  premises  disinfected,  so  that  we  had  no  more  notifications 
from  that  house. 
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The  town  was  clear  of  the  complaint  until  1st  November  when 
I was  informed  that  a man  living  in  Alfred  Street  was  suffering 
from  Small-pox,  which  he  had  in  rather  a mild  form.  The  inmates 
of  the  house  were  re-vaccinated  and  all  other  usual  precautions 
taken,  with  the  result  that  no  other  inmate  contracted  the  disease. 
I made  the  usual  enquiries  as  to  what  persons  had  been  in  contact 
with  the  patient,  and  all  the  people  who  worked  at  the  workshop 
(in  the  Burslem  district)  were  re-vaccinated  ; hut,  unfortunately, 
the  fact  was  kept  from  me,  whether  by  accident  or  design  1 do 
not  know,  that  a woman  living  in  Thomas  Street  had  visited  the 
house  in  Alfred  Street  whilst  the  patient  was  ill. 

She  was  not  re-vaccinated,  and  on  the  18th  November  was 
discovered  to  be  suffering  from  severe  confluent  Small-pox. 
Death  occurred  within  a few  hours  after  removal  to  the  Hospital. 
Had  she  been  re-vaccinated,  she  would  either  not  have  had  the 
complaint  at  all,  or  else  it  would  have  been  in  a very  mild  form. 

On  the  30tli  November,  a case  (a  woman)  was  notified  from 
another  house  in  Thomas  Street.  She  had  been  doing  some 
washing  for  the  patient  who  had  died. 

The  next  case  occurred  on  2nd  December  at  Lonsdale  Street. 
The  patient  was  an  unvaccinated  man.  He,  also,  had  been  in 
contact  with  the  woman  who  died  in  Thomas  Street.  It  was  a 
case  of  confluent  Small-pox,  and  he  died  after  a few  days’  illness. 

Another  case  occurred  at  a third  house  in  Thomas  Street  on 
2nd  December.  He  had  probably  been  in  contact  with  the  woman 
who  was  removed  from  next  door. 

The  last  case  I was  informed  of  on  the  5th  December.  It 
was  a second  case  from  the  house  in  Lonsdale  Street,  and  was 
brother  of  the  unvaccinated  man  who  died.  In  great  contrast  to 
that  case,  he  had  it  so  mildly  that  he  was  not  aware  of  what  he 
wTas  suffering  from  : his  re-vaccination  had  modified  the  attack  to 
that  extent. 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  I had  to  contend  with  was — either 
the  reluctance  or  stupidity  of  people  to  give  us  information  con- 
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cerning  persons  who  had  been  in  the  infected  houses  or  in  contact 
with  the  cases.  This  was  not  only  an  obstacle  to  us  and  gave 
every  chance  for  the  disease  to  spread,  but  was  an  injustice  to 
their  friends,  as  it  prevented  them  from  availing  themselves  of 
the  only  possible  proof  against,  or  modification  of,  Small-pox — i.e. 
re-vaccination. 

Re-vaccination  and  prompt  isolation  of  the  patients  are  the 
two  principal  means  of  dealing  with  the  complaint. 

All  the  seven  cases  were  removed  to  Bagnall  Hospital,  and 
two  deaths  occurred. 

The  ages  of  the  cases  notified  were  : —

I have  again  to  repeat  the  warning  which  has  been  given  in 
previous  reports — that  being  vaccinated  with  one  mark  is  a very 
imperfect  protection  against  Small-pox,  and  should  not  be 
depended  upon. 

Only  thorough  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  confers 
immunity  from  this  disease. 

As  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Small-pox  at  Leek  in  the 
beginning  part  of  the  year  amongst  the  migratory  population,  I 
specially  inspected  all  the  lodging-houses  and  gave  instructions  to 
the  landlords  to  report  any  suspicious  persons  I also  kept  under 
observation  a person  belonging  to  Hanley  who  had  been  in  con- 
tact with  a Small-pox  patient  at  Leek. 

Measles. 

There  were  720  notifications  of  Measles  received.  As  only 
one  case  in  each  house  is  accepted  by  the  Authority,  this  number 
does  not  by  any  means  represent  the  number  of  cases  that 
occurred. 

The  Eastwood  Schools  were  the  first  affected.  Afterwards  it 
spread  to  St.  John’s  and  Wellington  Schools. 
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Later  on  in  the  year  children  attending  the  York  Street, 
Nortliwood,  Glass  Street,  Grove,  Broom  Street,  Cannon  Street, 
St.  Mark’s,  Wharf  Lane  and  Canldon  Road  Schools  were  attacked 
by  the  disease,  but  not  in  sufficient  numbers  to  call  for  the 
necessity  of  closing  the  schools. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  perusal  of  the  figures  given  of  previous 
outbreaks,  that  this  has  been  a comparatively  mild  epidemic. 


The  cases  were  visited,  and  the  importance  of  isolation  of  the 
sufferers  was  impressed  upon  parents,  and  carried  out  where 
practicable.  But  this  could  only  be  thoroughly  done  in  a fevr 
instances,  for  where  the  mother  has  to  look  after  the  family  and 
attend  on  the  patient,  isolation  is  rendered  an  impossibility.  After 
recovery  the  houses  were  disinfected  with  Formalin. 


Notices  were  sent  of  each  case  that  occurred  to  the  head- 
masters of  the  various  schools,  informing  them  of  the  children 
who  attended  from  the  infected  households,  with  instructions  that 
they  should  be  kept  away  for  a specified  period  of  time — generally 
a month.

Scarlet  Fever. 

352  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  1904,  as  com- 
pared with  113  in  1903,  and  115  in  1902. 

211  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  but  owing  to  Scarlet 
Fever  being  so  prevalent  in  the  districts  that  send  cases  to  the 
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Hospital,  the  beds  at  that  Institution  were  often  fully  occupied, 
and  patients  that  should  have  been  removed  were  obliged  to 
remain  at  home. 

The  cases  not  removed  were  isolated  as  much  as  possible 

There  were  7 deaths  in  Hanley,  and  24  amongst  the  patients 
removed. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  in  cases  removed  was  11*3,  and 
amongst  the  unremoved  5 0.  Including  deaths  from  the 
Hospital  the  death  rate  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  0-4. 

The  infection  was  not  traceable  to  the  milk  supplies. 


Diphtheria. 


305  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  as  against  472  in  1903, 
356  in  1902,  328  in  1901,  and  327  in  1900.  This  is  the  lowest 
number  recorded  since  1899,  the  year  when  the  outbreak  com- 
menced, when  219  notifications  were  received.  The  decrease  on 
1903  being  167.

This  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  Hanley,  and  is  the  least 
since  1898.  In  1899  the  number  that  died  in  Hanley  was  37  ; in 
1900,  67  ; in  1901,  55  ; in  1902,  44  ; and  in  1903,  44. 

There  were  20  deaths  in  the  Hospital,  making  altogether  39 
deaths.  The  death  rate  from  Diphtheria  was  06,  in  comparison 
with  1*2  per  1,000  for  1903. 

A large  number  of  cases  occurred  in  streets  in  the  Boothen 
and  Etruria  Yale  districts,  but  the  other  cases  were  spread  all 
over  the  town. 

The  precautions  adopted  to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease 
were  : — The  use  of  liquid  disinfectant  for  the  washing  of  slates 
and  pencils  in  schools  ; the  notification  to  the  Headmasters  of 
cases  that  occurred,  along  with  the  names  of  the  children 
attending  school  from  the  affected  house,  and  the  use  of  Anti- 
toxin as  a prophylactic,  for  which  the  Medical  Men  of  the  town 
were  paid  2/6  for  the  first  person  injected,  and  1/-  for  every  other 
in  the  same  house. 
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146  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  but  there  were  some 
cases  that  could  not  be  moved  owing  to  the  Hospital  being  full. 

Whenever  sanitary  defects  were  found,  notice  was  immedi- 
ately given  to  have  the  nuisances  abated. 


Typhoid  Fever. 

38  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  1904—26  less 
than  in  1903.

7 cases  were  removed  to  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary, 
and  one  death  occurred  there 

The  matter  of  providing  beds  for  the  reception  of  Typhoid 
patients  at  the  Bucknall  Hospital  is  under  consideration  by  the 
Hospital  Board.  If  it  is  decided  to  make  provision,  the  Hospital 
will  be  of  still  greater  benefit.  Often  patients  who  have  obtained 
orders  for  admission  to  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary  have  had 
to  remain  at  home  for  several  days  before  they  could  be  admitted, 
and  this  happened  in  houses  where  isolation  was  next  to  an 
impossibility. 
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Added  to  this,  there  was  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a convey- 
ance for  the  removal  of  cases  to  the  Infirmary,  as  the  Ambulance 
belonging  to  that  Institution  was  out  of  repair,  and  cabs  were 
not  obtainable,  as  the  cab  proprietors  objected  to  having  their 
vehicles  disinfected,  so  that  when  a case  required  removal  we 
were  confronted  with  this  obstacle. 

This  difficulty  is  proposed  to  be  got  over  for  the  present  by 
the  use  of  the  Police  Ambulance

One  house  where  there  were  2 cases  had  a leaky  privy. 

One  house  had  defective  yard  pavement,  defective  joint  to 
trap  of  W.C.,  no  grid  on  gully,  obstructed  drain,  and  dilapidated 
and  filthy  ashpit. 

Two  houses  had  defective  joints  to  trap  of  W.C.,  and 
defective  flushing  cistern. 

One  house  had  defective  joint  to  trap  of  W.C. 

Notices  were  served  to  have  these  defects  remedied.

In  the  month  of  August  there  were  53  deaths  from  Diarrhoea. 
There  was  a very  high  temperature  during  that  month. 
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Most  Medical  Authorities  consider  that  a continuous  mean 
temperature  above  60°  F.  predisposes  to  Diarrhcea,  especially 
amongst  children,  probably  by  inducing  fermentive  changes  in 
milk  and  other  food,  stored  as  such  viands  often  are  where  there 
is  bad  ventilation  and  exposure  to  foul  effluvia. 

During  September  I made  a special  inspection  of  the  houses 
where  deaths  occurred  from  Diarrhcea. 

In  27  cases  the  children  had  been  fed  on  cow’s  milk  boiled, 
in  15  the  children  had  Nestle’s  Swiss  milk. 

There  were  only  4 deaths  out  of  53,  where  the  children  were 
fed  entirely  on  the  breast  milk. 

Disinfector. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  a very  efficient  Disinfector  has  been 
provided  and  is  now  in  use. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts.

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  public  Abattoirs  in  Hanley,  consisting  of  five 
separate  Slaughter-houses. 

At  the  Abattoirs,  during  the  past  year,  there  were  slaughtered 
1,901  beasts,  1,377  sheep,  7,455  pigs,  and  71  calves. 

There  are  also  15  private  Slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough. 
These  have  been  periodically  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
and  found  in  a fairly  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  one. 
At  this  slaughter-house  the  fault  found  has  been  remedied.

I have  also  appended  a list  of  the  streets  in  Hanley  in  which 
cases  of  infectious  disease  existed.  The  streets  which  had  cases 
of  Typhoid  Fever  in  them  are  printed  in  Red  Ink. 

At  the  end  of  the  Report  I have  added  Two  Charts,  one  giving 
the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  the  other 
the  notification  of  Measles  for  four  years.

All  the  Lodging-houses  were  frequently  inspected,  and  found 
fairly  clean  with  the  exception  of  one. 

Water  Supply. 

We  have  an  abundant  water  supply,  and  recent  bacteriological 
analyses  confirm  previous  examinations  as  to  its  purity. 

Sewage. 

The  “ Shone  ” System  is  used  to  pump  up  the  sewage  of  the 
outlying  districts  into  the  main  sewers. 

Each  year  privies  and  Rochdale  pans  are  replaced  by  water 
closets,  and  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  before  long  the  two  former  will 
be  entirely  abolished. 

In  accordance  with  a resolution  of  the  Committee  I visited 
the  Congress  of  the  Sanitary  Institute,  at  Glasgow,  in  company 
with  the  Chairman,  and  one  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  Alderman  O’Keeffe  has  given  an  exhaustive  and 
interesting  report  of  the  visit. 

In  company  with  the  Chairman  I was  sent  by  you  to  attend 
the  Conference  on  the  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases  by  vagrants, 
held  in  London,  on  November  10th,  and  I reported  particulars  of 
the  doings  of  the  Conference  in  my  report  for  November.
